Tully, who represents the Ward 1 dis- 
trict where the field would be built, said 
he thought the grading work that Public 
Works’ Commissioner Gerald S. Doyle 
has completed at the site was for a Pop 
Warner football league field. 

A Parks Department spokesman today 
said that a Pop Warner field would be 


. part of the complex, which would also in- 


clude at least one junior baseball field 
and a building to provide shower and 
team facilities for football players. 

Dobelle said the field would also be 
surrounded by a track for Pittsfield High 
School. | 


City Councilman Charles L. Smith, an - 


employe-of the Pittsfield Housing Au- 
thority, said that from conversations 
with residents of the PHA’s Morningside 
Heights development he believes. they 
would favor the field. 

“They. are not the type of people. who 
would be against recreation for kids,” 
Smith said. 

Dobelle said that it was on the basis of 
information from. Smith that he had de- 
cided the complex would not run into 
neighborhood opposition. A neighborhood 
spokesman requested screening between 
the housing and the field.

Council Pres- 
ident Philip J. Tully Jr., who made the 
principal motion Tuesday night, said 
then that he interpreted’ the Council ac- 
tion as.a vote against anything but neigh- 
borhood athletic fields . 

At its Tuesday. meeting,’ the majority 
of the Council expressed strong support 
for a major refurbishing of Wahconah 
Park and approved an appropriation, re- 
quested by Dobelle three. months ago, of 
$7,600 for an engineering study on the 
feasibility of alleviating flooding there.

The playing surface. is irregu- 
lar and often muddy especially 
along the east side: Fortunately, 
we did» not have’ too many 
sprained ' ankles. However,’ in 
very wet weather puddles col- 
lect under the benches and play- 
ers must sit with their feet dan- 
gling in the water, 

The northwest corner of the 
end zone runs right into the 
fence.

ture. Since the city is in the heart of 
one of the nation’s more-spectacular 
parcels of outdoors, the lag is at 
least partly understandable. There 
remains, though, the growing need 
for neighborhood facilities, along 
with provision for those who cannot 
travel to more-distant recreation 
spots spread across the Berkshires. 


Heading toward discussion in the 
City Council and the Capital Outlay 
Committee now, after what Mayor 
Dobelle fittingly has called **30 years 
of procrastination,” is a timetable — 
with price tags — for bringing Pitts- 
field’s parks out of the doldrums. It 
covers/a five-year span and would 
cost, by present, tentative estimates, 
close to $4 million. One of its big vir: 
tues is that it puts first things first, 
and by its priorities, less than half a 
million dollars in this fiscal year 
would get it moving. 


As presented last week, the first 
year’s work would meet what can be 
described. as “immediate — needs.”’ 
They are part of a list extracted by 
the Park Commission and key em- 
ployes in the park and school system 
from the master plan prepared last 
year by the Allen Associates. They 
range from activating the longstand- 
ing plan for Burbank Park and 
launching a full-fledged development 
of the city-owned Burgner Farm to 
reworking and expanding facilities 
at Springside Park — plus a wide ar- 
ray of improvements and additions 
elsewhere in the city and acquisition 
of three new park sites. 


The Burgner project is the most 


\ spectacular of the new ideas. It re- 


hood petition given to the Council 
some time ago, and handed to the 
mayor with a recommendation for 
action. The first-year proposal there 
would cover such items. as_ ball 
fields, a small field house, sewers 
and: water, and a football practice 
field. Far distant, a swimming pool 
and skating rink are envisioned. 

‘As with any good plan, this one, 
overall, retains flexibility on prior- 
ities. Councilmen, for the first-year 


schedule, are more likely to want to By 


add items rather than subtract them 
— and between them and the mem- 
bers of the Capital Outlay Com- 
mittee decisions will have to be 
reached on both timing and financ- 


ing. 


A case might be made for a long- 


term bond issue to cover. the first- 
year financing and provde working 
capital for later years, with the 
bonds floated during an early mo- 
ment of lower interest. With funds 
on tap, there should be no hitch get- 
ting matching federal funds for land 
acquisition and the Burbank Park 
improvement. These _ techniques, 
plus a careful use of annual reve- 
nue-sharing money, seem to indicate 
that not just the initial $487,600 but 
several more millions over coming 
years should be within the city’s fi- 
nancial ability. 


Altogether, the time looks right to 
move ahead on lifting the Pittsfielu 
park system from what is a third- 
rate setup to at least one of second 
class. Refinements such as swim- 
ming pools and the. proposed golf 
course can be deferred even longer 
than the present plan contemplates. 
But the items listed for the initial 
year are sufficiently modest and log- 
ical. that they fully rate consid- 
eration as the “immediate needs} 
they are.

Tax monies are hard enough 
to come by without having de- 
partment heads arbitrarily 
transfer budgeted funds to suit 
their whims. Mr. Hebert is per- 
haps correct that clearance is 
not required for park projects 
he deems necessary, but the 
proposed Benedict Road field is 
not on any city park land. 

Along with most. Pittsfield 
residents, I am not opposed to 
providing adequate facilities for 
high-school athletic . pro 
grams—this need has_ been 
present for the past half-cen- 
tury.

Enforcement criticized 


Noting the lack of criteria for 
motorboat operations in the 
state, John Walsh of the city’s 
Health Department declared, 
“A blind person or a maniac 
can legally operate a boat.”’ 

William Ouilette, owner of the 
Outdoor Marina on Pontoosuc 
Lake, asserted that ‘‘our biggest 
problem is’ that nobody’s enforc- 
ing the (existing) rules’’ which, 
in a general way, require ju- 
dicious boat operation in Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Franklin H. Controy, chair- 
min of the city’s Conservation 
Commission, said that two in- 
spectors with only one boat be- 
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tween them are responsible for 
patrolling 16 ponds and lakes in 
Western Massachusetts. 

Gullion conceded that is a 
problem but said that despite 
the fact the state’s motorboat 
fund has an $800,000 surplus, he 
has been barred from spending 
any more money this year than 
was. expended for enforcement 
last year. Gullion said he would 
make a “strong push’’ for in- 
creased expenditures in the 
area, at least for a second boat. 

But enforcement,  Gullion 
said, will always remain a prob- 
lem because of a chronic short- 
age of manpower. He added 
that he favors **zoning”’ activi- 
ties on lakes or limiting the 
hours of certain kinds of activi- 
ties because such regulations 
would be easier to enforce than 
speed limits. 


Martin, the chairman of the 
local advisory committee which 
was established last week by 
the City Council, questioned 
whether any regulations would 
have prevented the fatal acci- 
dent in July and added that pri- 
or to yesterday's meeting “I 
didn't think there was any big 
problem on the lake.”’ 

There was general agreement 
that motorboating on the city’s 
lakes has declined substantially 
this summer. although no one 
could pinpoint why. However, 
concern was _expressed_ that 
if plans to provide a public boat 
access to Onota are imple- 
mented, usage could increase 
dramatically.

The last of the stately elms, of’ Park 
Square, the majestic sentries stationed 
by man and nature to watch over the 
city’s civic heart since the days of the 
first land grant here, are dying. 

A century ago they had so prospered in 
what was then known simply as The 
Park that a considerable number were 
felled so the growth of others would not 
be impeded; today, only five remain and 
the branches of four, stripped of their 
green saw-toothed epaulets by the rav- 
ages of Dutch elm disease, loom eerily 
above the cityscape. 

By year’s end their numbers may 
dwindle further. Vincent J. Hebert, su- 
perintendent of the Department of Parks 
and Recreation, said this week he will 
seek a study of them this fall and, if the 
diagnosis confirms the apparent symp- 
toms, recommend the removal of the dis- 
eased trees. Authorities say there is little 
chance the one apparently healthy speci- 
men still standing in the park can escape 
the onslaught of the dread fungus. 

Hebert said several efforts have been 
made to save the diseased trees using 
various experimental techniques, but all 
have failed. “I'd say the tops of those 
trees are 70 per cent gone,” he esti- 
mated. “It’s been a tough fight, and I 
think we’ ve lost. It’s ashame.” 

The tradition of elms at the city’s

It remained 
proudly at Pittsfield’s epicenter until 
1864 when, disfigured by the elements, it 
was chopped down after standing for 340 
years. 

It had. Nathaniel Hawthorne wrote fol- 
lowing a visit to Pittsfield in 1838, “the 
Joftiest and straightest stem that ever I 
beheld; without a branch or leaf upon it 
tilkit hadisoared:70 feet into the air.” 

When it was finally felled—by a blow 
frain a man named, appropriately, Syl-

vanus Grant—the tradition of elms at 
Pittsfield’s heart did not fall with it. For- 
ty years earlier local citizens, anxious to 
improve the appearance of their town 
common, had ringed the park with elms. 
And if that tradition is to die now, pro- 
visions are being made for its rebirth. 
Pittsfield’s Bicentennial Commission, us- 
ing $15,000 of city money and a $15,000 
state grant, is planning a major program 
to refurbish Park Square including new 
grass, new curbing, a fountain and new 


plantings. : 

The Commission, working with the city 
Parks Commission, hopes to finish its 
work and present. the plans to the City 
Council this fall. 

Susan D. Francese, who chairs the Bi- 
centennial’ Commission, said, “We: will 
leave a couple of spaces for elms in the 
event that in the future a strain is de- 
vised that is resistant to Dutch elm dis- 


ease. It’s a tradition here. The people of

Pittsfield want elms there.’’ 
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IT’S ALWAYS nice when recognition is 
given to the living, a case in point being 
the testimonial dinner tomorrow night 
for Vincent J. Hebert, superintendent of 
the city’s Department of Parks and Rec- 
reation. Although billed as a tribute to 
his 25 years’ service to Pittsfield, this is 
much more than just another anniver- 
sary event.

These. awards, incidentally, were just a 
couple of a long string dating back to 
1955 when he was cited. by the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce for distinguished 
service. One ‘in particular that caught 
our eye (they occupy an entire page in 
Saturday night’s printed program) was 
the ‘‘Friend. of the Boy Award’’ given by 
the Optimist Club of Pittsfield.

BOSTON — Starting Monday, 
high school athletes throughout 
the state, both boys and girls, 
may compete or practice, with 
both a school team and a non- 
school team -during the same 
season and remain free ‘from 
penalties of ineligibility and for- 
feiture oftgames, as levied since 
1971. The only restriction is that 
athletes will be prohibited from 
doing both on the same day. 

Those decisions were revealed 
Wednesday by Dr. ‘Bertram H. 
Holland, executive secretary - 
treasurer of the Massachusetts 
Secondary School Principals’ 
Association, who announced that 
leading school officials state- 
wide had voted .sharp modi- 
fications of the MSSPA’s highly 
controversial Rule 19: 

A poll of nearly 400 member 
schools revealed a 4 to 1 con- 
sensus - for. modification. The 
new and_softer rule was voted 
in. midweek by the Massachu- 
setts Interscholastic Athletic 
Council (MIAC), the board of 
school committeemen, superin- 
tendents and principals who 
rule ypon athletic policies of the 
MSSPA. 

Under the previous version of 
Rule 19, a student revealed to 


in a high school practice OF 
game cannot participate with, 
or play on, a non-high, school’ 
team-on the same day ™ 

The new rule not only allows 
a student to compete or practice 
with two‘teams, or in two differ-' 
ent sports, during the same sea- 
son, but its violations only incur 
penalties upon the. individual, 
rather than upon both the indi- 
vidual and the team. 

Since 1970, the’ original Rule* 
19. has been challenged from! 
many sources throughout the 
state, including both in courts 
and in the Massachusetts Legis-~ 
lature. Several bills have beer 
filed for its modification, or out- 
right repeal. Principals have ~ 
been working for two years to 
develop the proper changes. 

Conditions reached a climax 
last fall when St Joseph's. 
High of Pittsfield was forced to! 
forfeit several soccer games be- 
cause of unreported infractions — 
by an individual.

Pleau’s statements \ 


blasted by Russo, Miller 


George ‘‘Red’’ Pleau’s criti- 
cism of the Babe Ruth League's 
displeasure with the American 
Legion’s use of 15-year-old boys 
as players drew fire today from 
two veteran members of the 
league’s hierarchy. Louis Russo, 
longtime president of the 
league, and William ‘‘Bing” 
Miller, coach of the Comet Jew- 
elers, -a league entrant for. 22 
years, both assailed Pleau, who 
is returning as coach of the 
Post 68 team this year after an 
absence of three years. 

Russo said, ‘‘In reference to 
Mike Meserole’s article con- 
cerning the Pittsfield Legion 
team’s adding 15-year-old Babe 
Ruth League players to its ros- 
ter, I feel compelled to com- 
ment on statements attributed 
to George ‘“‘Red’’ Pleau. 

“Tt was his opinion that Mike 
LaRochelle wasted last summer 
playing Babe Ruth ball when ‘he 
could have been. participating 
with the Legion. Attesting to 
Mike’s .443 batting average with 
St. Joe this year, playing Babe 
Ruth certainly didn’t do him 
any harm. Even more impor- 
tant, and perhaps Red won’t un- 
derstand’ this, LaRochelle’s 
presence in the VF W lineup was 
inspiring to his teammates. He 
was a steadying influence and 
developed leadership qualities 
which I am sure would not have 
been attained by a 15-year-old 
Légion member. 


Won award 


Mike won the coveted Colin 
Keegan sportsmanship award 
last year — an honor which he 
will long remember. No, last 


year, for this well-regarded’ 


youngster was not a wasteful 
one, rather, it was a very frult- 
ful one, one in which he gained 
‘more than just a high batting 
average. Pleau amazed me and 


many already angry Ruth 


coaches when he was quoted: as 
saying that ‘‘Babe Ruth people 
are just thinking about their all- 
star team at the end of the 
year.” When Pittsfield had an 
| eight-team league, our all-star 
teams won the state champion- 
ships on four occasions and 
once advanced to the semifinals 
of the New England regionals. 

‘However, to provide opportu- 
nity for more boys to partici- 
pate in Ruth ball, we expanded 
on three occasions. 

‘A national rule prohibits a 
division to include more than 
eight teams. Consequently, we 
had to form two divisions, 
thereby necessitating two all- 
star teams. Naturally, we no 
longer predominate state play 
as before, because our better 
players are spread over two all- 
star teams. If we were only all- 
star oriented, as Pleau charges, 
we would have remained with 
eight teams, and probably have 
participated in a World Series 
or two. 

“Incidentally, do you know 
who the coach was that directed 
his Babe Ruth all-star team to 
the.New England semifinals — 
George ‘Red’ Pleau. (Red, 
your colers are showing. ) 


Contacting national 


“Tam currently in contact 
with national Babe Ruth in an 
effort to resolve this situation 
which is becoming increasingly 
frustrating each passing year. It 
is evident that our volunteer 
coaches must be doing a great 
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job to produce several 15-year- 


‘old youngsters each year talent- 


ed. enough to excite- Legion 
coaches. 

“According to Meserole, the 
American Legion national chair- 
man, George Rulon, says the 
reason the Legion has no min- 
imum age limit is because in 
many parts of the country Le- 
gion ball is the only organized 
league around. If a minimum 


age limit was set, he says, a lot 


of kids who wanted to play 
baseball wouldn't be able to. He 
goes on to state that the nation- 
al Legion does not encourage lo- 
cal Legion teams playing 1lo- 
year-olds where alternative pro- 
grams are available.. It’s ob- 
vious that Red Pleau or any 
Legion coach° who uses a lo- 
year-old isn’t paying attention. 

“Legion national could very 
easily settle the controversy by 
flatly stating that Legion teams 
are prohibited from using a 1o- 
year-old boy in any city or town 
where a 13-15-year league is in 
operation. 

“At any rate, the Pittsfield 
Babe Ruth League officials 
would be happy to meet with 
Legion officials and Red Pleau 
and Tyler Aces’ coach Pete Ells- 
worth to resolve this alarming 
problem locally.” 


Miller’s comment 


Miller said, ‘4 would like to 
comment on the article con- 
cerning Babe Ruth 15-year-olds 
playing Legion ball and the 
choice words my good friend, 
Red, made concerning Babe 
Ruth. . 

“I have been a coach in Babe 
Ruth since 1953 (22 years) and I 


resent the remarks Red made | 


that a player of LaRochelle’s 


ability was wasted and that all. 


Babe Ruth coaches worry about 
their all-star rosters and not the 
boys’ welfare. 

“I think the old red-head is 
starting to show his age when 
he makes those kinds of state- 
ments. “This is my 22nd year in 
Babe Ruth, and I-challenge Red 


or anybody else to tell me that | 


the welfare of anybody is ig- 
nored because we are a bunch 


of greedy guys fighting over 1s-. 


year-olds playing Legion ball 
and our Babe Ruth League all- 
stars. | 

‘All-stars don’t mean a thing 
to me, but the opportunity of 
giving 13-15-year-old boys a 
chance to play in the Babe Ruth 
league for three years does, and 
I. take great satisfaction in 
seeing any Babe Ruth League 
graduate go on to high school, 
college, yes, even pro baseball 
if they are fortunate. 

“Before putting the knock on 
Babe Ruth, I wish Red would 
check on the three high school 
rosters and tell me how many 
kids did not play in the Babe 
Ruth League and how many 
from last year’s 15-year-old 
crop were on starting nines of 
the three schools. 

“Tell Red we are not making 
any claims that we made those 
kids. the players they are, but 


. we did have a hand in bringing 


them along so. they had a 
chance of improving from the 
13-15-year-old stages to the high 
school level. 

“My final comment to Red is 
to quit the Legion and: come 
down to the Babe Ruth level 
and see what it’s like to grow 
up with kids. ”’
